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Blow To National Religious Party 





- Solovietchik Bows Out 
Of Chief Rabbinate Race 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Rabbi 
Joseph B. Soloveitchik of Boston 
withdrew his candidacy as Ash- 
kenazi Chief Rabbi of Israel be- 
cause of the political turmoil that 
had surrounded the campaign. 


Soloveitchik told The POST 
and OPINION that his decision 
“was final.” There were reports 
that Soloveitchik might be per- 
suaded to change his mind. 

The Boston scholar said the 
Israel Government should not in- 
terfere in the election of a Chief 
Rabbi. He said the Government 
in setting ground rules for the 
selection “infringed on the spir- 
itual nature of the Chief Rabbi- 
nate position which is beyond 
and above the Government.” 

The Boston rabbi’s move was 
viewed by the Jerusalem Post 
as the latest blow at the National 
Religious Party’s effort to ‘“con- 
trol Jewish religious life in Is- 
raeli.” 

National Religious Party lead- 
ers who had backed Soloveitchik’s 
candidacy assumed that Rabbi 
Shlomo Goren Chief Chaplain of 
the Israel Army would withdraw 
in deference to the renowned 
Boston scholar. 


GOREN A brilliant young 
scholar and _ paratroop-jumping 
chaplain is favored by Premier 
Ben Gurion and by the majority 
of Israel’s younger religious gen- 
eration. Israeli younger religious 
elements believe Goren could 
take the Chief Rabbinate out of 
the murk of politics and give 
the post dignity.

to persuade Soloveitchik to stand 
for the Chief Rabbinate post. 

Soloveitchik in his letter to 
Moshe Shapiro, Israel’s Minister 
of Interior, announcing his deci 
sion to step out of the race said: 


“T HAD HOPED . that I 
would be able to differentiate 
between the spiritual ideals and 
the technical and political needs 
of (the Chief Rabbinate) . and 
that I would be able to devote 
my_time and energy to the prop 


|agation of Torah and the knowl 


edge of God. . but the 
political turmoil which has re- 
cently surrounded the Chief Rab 
binate election campaign 
has convinced me that all my 
hopes were merely a_ phantasy 
incapable of realization.”

The new body will. likely be 
called The United Israel Appeal. 

The board of the new body is 
to consist of 21 members, seven 
from the United Jewish Appeal, 
seven from the Jewish Agency, 
and seven others. It Is over the 
choice of these last seven that the 
negotiations seem to be dead- 
locked at this point. 

The UJA wants. the right to 
name these seven also, contend- 
ing that if the Agency names 
these seven it will control the 
new body. 

The negotiations have  pro- 
ceeded to the point however, 
where it has been determined 
that one administrator will con- 
trol the spending of funds in the 
U, S. Jewish community for for- 
eign relief. 

Since this representative will 
most likely be the strongest tndi- 
vidual in the new set up, both 
the Jewish Agency and the UJA 
want to be in a position to name 
him. 

The four Jewish Agency repre- 
sentatives negotiating with the 
UJA quartet are Dr. Nahum 


|Goldmann, Zalman Shazar, Rose 


Halpern and Emanuel Neuman. 
Inside observers pointed out 


|that the Jewish Agency did not 
expect the determined stand of 


the UJA negotiators. 

The provisional head of the 
new body will most likely be Dr, 
Goldmann, who is now chairman 
of the Jewish Agency, However, 
depending on the composition of 
the new board, the chances are 
that Dr. Goldmann’s powers will 
be seriously curtailed. 

The discussions are also taking 
up the problem of financing of 
the educational and propaganda 
work now being carried on in the 
US. by the Jewish Agency. 

Here the UJA is taking the 
stand that these activities should 
be ended “because American 
Jews are giving their money to 
rescue work only, and nothing 
else.”

THE GOVERNMENT has been 
trying to encourage the local film 
industry. A couple of good pic 
tures, made locally, can be a 
great source of income for the 
country. If Jews can do it in 
Hollywood, why not in Herzlia? 
And so a law is in effect which 
requires every motion picture 
house to show a locally produced 
newsreel at least once a week 
This is supposed to give the mo- 
tion picture producers some kine 
of assured income, while they are 
gambling with the larger, specu- 
lative aspects of feature films 
for export. 

Things have not worked out the 
way the government had _ ex- 
pected. The fees paid by the the. 
aters are not sufficient to cover 
even the cost of production 
There are only 200 cinema houses 
in the country, and most of these 
are located in small villages anc 
settlements, from which little in- 
come can be expected. 


THUS IT IS that the producers 
have found another source of in 
come. Within the framework of 
their ten minute newsreel they 
include some two minutes of un 
abashed advertising matter. 
Quickie flashes will take the cap- 
tive audience through a modern 
food packaging plant, whose 
name is very prominently dis- 
plaved, or will depict cleverly the 
advantages of a brand of cigar 
rettes over its competitor. The 
producers have found that the 
income from this source is more 
than twice what they receive 
from the theaters. 
Further, they have developed 
the fine art of hidden advertis 
ing. The dedication exercises of 
an important institution can have 
good publie relations value for 
the institution, and discreet fees 
are paid to ensure proper news- 
reel coverage. A_ distinguished 
visitor goes through a factory? 
Surely that is an important 
event, and if the identity of the 
plant is not kept secret, that must 
be worth some thing. 

The results, naturally, has been 
a lowering of the standards of 
the newsreel. Audiences become 
restless and dissatisfied. But the 
cinema owners have suddenly 





woken up to realization of the 
fact that they are paying good

money for the privilege of pro. 
moting general advertising from 
which others benefit. Pay for the 
newsreels? They now demand a 
cut of the advertising profits! 


MOST OF the movie houses in 
the big cities are already deriv- 
ing an income from flashing on 
the screen advertising slides of 
local business houses, Indeed, I 
have heard reports that movie 
advertising is in some quarters 
considered the most effective way 
of reaching the Israeli public, 
Remember — there is no televi- 
sion here. There are more than 
twenty daily newspapers, in 4 
dozen different languages. But 
everybody goes to the movies. 

Every possible source of in- 
come must be exploited. And so 
it is that the cinema break the 
feature film — usually at a most 
exciting point — to declare a 
ten minute intermission. The 
lights go up, the audience can 
stretch, but the important thing 
is that candy, ice cream, cold 
drinks, ete. are offered for sale 
up and down the aisles. After all 
appetites have been satisfied, the 
movie resumes, 

Thirty million tickets a year, 
What is going to happen to this 
lucrative business when. televi- 
sion comes to Israel remains to 
be seen, but the cinema owners 
are already in the forefront of 
those opposing introduction of 
TV

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Sociologist Declares 





Only 7% of Jews Intermarry 
But Figure Could Rise to 20% 


py STUART DIM 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Only 
seven Jews out of 100 marry a 
non-Jew today. But tomorrow the 
figure could rise to 20 out of 100. 

“A prediction of 15 or 20 per 
cent seems high. But if it is cor- 
rect, it shows an amazingly high 
degree of in-marriage (marriage 
of Jew to Jew) — in fact, the 
highest rate ever attained by a 
white minority group,” said Dr. 
Ruby Jo Reeves Kennedy of 
the Department of Sociology at 
Connecticut College. 

Dr. Kennedy made her com 
ments at the Conference on In- 
termarriage and Jewish Life at 
the Herzl Institute. 

Dr. Kennedy emphasized that 
when the number of available 
mates in a community is small, 
intermarriage possibilities — in- 
crease, 


For example, the highest rate 


of intermarriage in the United 
States is in Iowa, where Jews- 
are only one per cent of the 


total population. 


“THE JEWS have assimilated 
and blended almost completely 
into al¥ aspects of American cul. 
ture, Except, they indicate a 
marked preference for marriages 
with in the group,” she said. 

This preference is “vigorously 
sanctioned and_ reinforced by 
practices of the Jewish family. 
which is highly integrated,” phil-

“Jewish men intermarry more 
than Jewish women,” stated Dr. 
Nathan Goldberg, professor of 
sociology at Yeshiva University 
“Intermarriage is a result of 
changing cultural values and 
ideas.” 

He explained why he thought 
Jewish boys intermarry more 
than Jewish girls: 

(1) The man’s role is different 
from the women’s in society. He 
comes in contact with more non- 
Jews. 

(2) More Jewish men _ than 
women go to college and make 
contact with the non-Jew. 

(3) Males are expected to “pro- 
pose and are marriage initiators.” 

(4) Some Jews believe non- 
Jews make better wives and hus- 
bands, 

The individual himself has a 
lot to do with intermarriage 
rates, he said. Some children 
purposely intermarry to “spite 
overprotective mothers and fa- 





thers,” he said. The “exhibition. 
ist” Jewish child marries to at- 
tract attention, while others in 
termarry to climb social ladders. 

But there are counter forces 
to intermarriage that tend to hold 
down the rates. The attitude of 
the non-Jew, who doesn’t want 
to marry a Jew, is very impor- 
tant, said Dr. Goldberg. 

“Jewish education leads to 
group identification,” he noted. 
“When communities establish 
centers, young Jews tend to stay 
in the community.” He said the 
problem of children is very im- 
portant in holding down the num- 
ber of intermarriages, 

Dr. Erich Rosenthal, a Queens 
College sociology professor said: 
“Jewish intermarriages will in- 
crease because of continued sec- 
ulaization and aculturation.” The 
United States, he explained, has 
been very successful in “Ameri- 
canizing foreign cultures.” He 
called public schools the “Agent 
of Americanization.” All things, 
he said, “point to an increasing 
intermarriage rate.”

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A CHACTIC SITUATION 


We'd like an expression of the view of the American 
Jewish Committee, which has steadfastly opposed the 
establishment of anything like an overall democratic Jew- 
ish body to make decisions for the U.S. Jewish community, 
on the present negotiations now going on for the revision 
of the American Section of the Jewish Agency for Palestine. 


THESE DECISIONS are vital to the American Jewish 
community because they affect what happens to the money 
we contribute each year to Jewish needs through the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

But the negotiations are going on behind closed doors, 
and we'd venture a bet of the Jewish Post and its assets 
against the American Jewish Committee and its assets, that 
John Slawson and Herbert Ehrmann, executive vice presi- 
dent and president respectively of the AJCommittee, know 
less about what is going on than the writer of this editorial. 


WE DON’T MIND Mr. Slawson and Mr. Ehrmann not 
being consulted because this is what they deserve. For 
their organization has prevented the emergence of an over- 
all, democratic Jewish body in the U.S. even though time 
after time, as in the present instance, the need for such 
an agency has been overwhelmingly demonstrated. 

What we have now is chaos. We have the making of 
impcrtant decisions by people of good intent, but without 
the backing of any constituency in the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity. They are making what they think are the best 
decisions for all concerned, but if you and I ask what these 
decisions are, and what are the various points of views 
as between the negotiators, we are told that the discus- 
sions are too delicate. 


THIS IS WHAT everyone says when they want to do 
things their own way. 

So we're offering space to you Mr. Slawson or you 
Mr. Ehrmann to cry on the shoulders of the American 
Jewish community. 


TWO NOW 


Dr. Israel Goldstein, whom. we suspect is making ready 
to move to Israel, speaks out firmly (P-O, Feb. 26) against 
Zionists who out of convenience assert that aliya to Israel 
should be forgotten as a plank in the Zionist platform. 


DR. GOLDSTEIN should not be a lone voice, but other 
Zionist leaders should begin to speak out, or else let 
someone take over their positions. 

If the Zionists of the United States had been sending 
a steady stream of pioneers to Israel in the past ten years, 
does anyone think it would have been possible for Ben- 
Gurion to have insulted the organizations with such im- 
punity. In fact, Ben-Gurion would probably resign as pre- 
mier, and come to the U.S. to run for the presidency 
of the Zionist Organization of America, if there was this 
strong belief and support of a successful aliya movement 
from the U.S. Jewish community. 


WE’RE HAPPY TO see Dr. Goldstein’s voice added to 
our own. This makes two now. 


ONE IS WRONG 


We don’t know if the reporting was accurate, but 
somewhere there’s a mistake. 


RABBI RALPH WEISBERGER, according to the news 
story in the Feb. 26 issue of The POST and OPINION, told 
_a conference in New York that in suburbia “inter-dating is 
very common and almost an accepted thing.” 

The same news story quotes Rabbi Isaac N. Trainin as 
supporting Rabbi Weisberger, and saying that “Taking out 
a Christian girl in a small community (suburbia) brands 
you in the eyes of your Jewish neighbors, and people do 
not let their daughters go out with you.” 

ONE OF THE two rabbis is evidently wrong. 


THIRD TERM USEFUL 


The presidents of the Zionist Organization of America, 
seeking to retain their office past the two years now given 
them by the constitution, have often sought third one-year 
terms. 

THEIR POSITION was that in two years a man could 
barely begin to grasp the needs of the office, and more 
time was required if an effective job was to be done. 

This made good sense. But the presidents voicing this 
point, always made the mistake of seeking this change 
so that it would apply to themselves. 


IF THEY WERE to urge such a change, which has 
a great deal of merit to support it, for succeeding presi- 
dents, the annual convention of the ZOA would most 
surely approve the required constitutional amendment. 

The B’nai B'rith selects its top official for a three- 
year term, with a second such term possible by reelection. 
The American Jewish Committee has by tradition given 
its presidents five vears in office. The Council of Jewish 
Federations likewise. In none of these cases, we believe, 
are these terms set by constitutional fiat, but only by 
tradition. 

WE THEREFORE suggest that at the next ZOA con- 
vention, a constitutional change giving the president a third 
one-year term, be enacted. It should take effect however 
with the president next to take office, not the one to be 
elected at this same convention, 





The EDITOR’S CHAIR - - - 





SOMETIME AGO Rabbi Gershon Winer, 
of the Baldwin (Long Island) Jewish Centre 
sent me a copy of his bulletin announcing a 
change in Friday evening services, which 
omitted the sermon altogether. In its place, 
after the services, which consisted therefore 
wholly of prayer, the congregation adjourned 
to the auditorium for a course of instruction 
in one of the great traditional texts—“Ethics 
of the Fathers.” 

Rabbi Winer said that there was no fan- 
fare, no promotion campaign, and that the 
study was truly study with mimeographed 
notes to work from, and texts provided for all. 

We don’t know how this plan is working 
out, although we have an idea that it must 
be successful, but we'd still advise a more 
elemental first step. 

OUR CONGREGANTS know nothing at 
all about the various parts of the service, what 
they mean, why they were accepted into our 
worship service, what they attempt to achieve 
in the relationship of the worshipper to his 
Maker, etc. 

Some years ago we recommended that 
the worship service should be combined with 
a continuous flow of instruction, with the rab- 
bi giving history, interpretation, background, 
meanings as the services went along. This 
is necessary, for even those who today attend 
regularly often don’t have but a vague notion 
of why it is done this way, and why this is 
done and that, and so forth. 

THIS IS THE kind of experiment we'd 
like to see tried. We believe the rabbi would 
find that he was conducting an adult educa- 
tion course which would soon attract all his 
members, and as the years go by, make his 
congregation a knowledgeable one Jewishly. 

For the first few years, we’d conduct that 
course of instruction which Rabbi Winer is 
holding in his auditorium, right in the sanctu- 
ary. This is hardly revolutionary, as often in 
the old days, the rabbi mounted the bima and 
gave a long interpretation of a talmudic pass- 
age which held his hearers spellbound. This 
we remember from our childhood, even though 
we recall too that it was not part of the wor- 
ship service. 

* 

WHILE ON THE subject of experimenta- 
tion by rabbis, let me bring to your notice a 
project initiated by Rabbi Jordan H. Shephard, 
of Temple Shalom of Medford, Mass. 

Rabbi Shephard last year began a corre- 
spondence course on adult Jewish education, 
which he calls, “Your Jewish Heritage.” This 
is a rather forbidding title, so perhaps some 
one can suggest comething that will be just 
a little more engaging. 

In any event, the rabbi mailed to his con- 
gregation a two-page mimeographed sheet each 
week, which was quite attractive. 

THE TWO SAMPLES he’s sent me which 
are lessons 9 and 10 of series 1, take up the 
question of what is a mitzva, what is a tallis, 
why is it not worn by women, why are hard- 
boiled eggs served to a mourner on the first 
day of the shiva period, is there a biblical 
source for the setting up of a tombstone upon 
the grave, when should this be done, how 
long does a mourner recite the kaddish, when 
does he observe yahrzeit, what are the books 
of Writings and how are they arranged. 


BOOKS 
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The lessons are filled in with wisdom from 
Jewish lore and Scripture, as follows: 


He who does not increase his knowl. 
edge, decreases it. (Sayings of the Fathers) 

If I am not for myself, who will be 
for me? But if I am only for myself, what 
am I? (Sayings of the Fathers) 

The chief thing is not the creed (be. 
lief) but doing the deed. (The Fathers) 

Judge net thy fellowman until thoy 
art come into his place. (Sayings of Fa. 
thers) 

In a place where there are no men, 
strive to be a man. (Sayings of the Fa- 
thers) 

Do not unto others what you would 
not have others do unto you—this is the 
essence of the Torah. (Talmud Sabbath) 


We have an idea that while many mem. 
bers of a congregation might shun a series 
of study courses because of the mistaken idea 
that they would be boring, Rabbi Shephard’s 
correspondence course will be read and studied 
by practically every member. 

I note where Rabbi Shephard has copy- 
righted the series, but we’re sure he'd be 
happy to send samples to any rabbi or lay 
leader who requested them. His address js

THAT WAS A MOST thoughtful gift from 
the Ministerial Association of Wierton, W. Va, 
in honor of Rabbi Nandor Marton, an ex: 
president of the group, to our religious items 
drive. As will have been noted (P-O, Feb, 16) 
the same group made a contribution to our 
fund which purchased an ambulance for the 
Red Mogen David, Israel’s Red Cross. This 
also was in honor of Rabbi Marton. 

Even with this boost, however, the fund 
doesn’t seem to be making much headway. 

This always confuses us, since such small 
amounts are asked, and because we know our 
readers are the bulwark of the leadership who 
lead the drives for funds in every local Jew: 
ish community. 


SINCE FOR $300 a Sefer Torah inscribed 
with the name of the donor can be given for 
perhaps centuries of use to an Israeli colony 
or behind the iron curtain, it would seem that 
many of our readers would want to donate 
this amount as a testimony to some deed of 
one of their close friends or perhaps in honor 
or memory of their parents. 

How else can such good be done, and even 
perhaps immortality won? 

For $10.00 a pair of tephilin can be fur- 
nished to a Jew behind the iron curtain, where 
even a Jewish calendar is a collector’s item, 
so scarce is anything Jewish. 

We hope the religious item fund will begin 
to perk up. This is a rare mitzva which all 
of us ought to want to participate in. 

INCIDENTALLY, WE had one _ inquiry 
from the federation director of a midwestern 
Jewish community, some of whose leaders 
wanted to participate in the fund. He wanted 
to know if any expenses for administration 
or shipping or packaging would be deducted 
by The POST and OPINION from the amount

In Their Jew.shness: We.nbers

In your issue of Feb, 19 in 
“Collegians Still Harbor Nega- 
tive Feelings Toward Judaism, 
Hillel Rabbi Says,” your report- 
er, Maxine Hochman presented 
an account of my discussion with 
her held some two or three weeks 
prior to publication, which re- 
sulted in a distorted and inac 
curate picture of religion on the 
campus. 

I did not say that all college 
gtudents are ashamed of their 
religion and their parents. Let it 
be clearly understood that, where 
I suggested contributing factors 
toward a negative attitude to Ju- 
daism, I referred only to those 
minority of students who have 
expressed negative feelings 
toward Jewish religious identity 
and the Jewish way of living 

Needless to say, in a complex 
community, whether a campus or 
general community, it is not 
difficult to accentuate the ex- 
treme minority over the normal 
majority. 


MISS HOCHMAN neglected to 
include the positive and affirma- 
tive, to indicate the thousands of 
students who are not only mem. 
bers of the Jewish Culture Foun. 
dation Students Organization, but 
who do take pride in their Jew- 
ish identity; who do “turn out 
for a prayer”; who do find a 





compatibility between Judaism 
and their academic studies; who 
do engage in interfaith activities; 
who do encourage, arrange for, 
and attend lectures and circles 
on subjects of Jewish cultura: 
and religious, interest; who do 
take courses and major in the 
Department of Hebrew Culture 
and Education and in the De 
partment of Religion. 


We were not discussing the 
many students who sit in class- 
rooms proudly symbolizing their 
attachment to Judaism by the 
wearing of a “yarmulke”; or 
those who respond readily to our 
“minyan”; or those out-of-town 
students who requested aid in at- 
tending High Holy Day Services; 
or those coming up to JCF dur 
ing Succot to recite the trad. 
tional blessings over the “esrog” 
and “lulav’; or those who sub 
scribe to “kosher for Pesach’ 
lunches during Chol Hamoed Pe 
sach; or those who refused to 
take examinations on Saturday 
as against their religious scYru- 
ples and have been easily accom- 
modated by the University Ad- 
ministration with the help of the 
JCF. 


AS TO THE quote about those 
who have received a Yeshiva ed- 
ucation, I feel that they are best 
oriented because of their back- 
ground and education and prac- 





lice of their religion to be “rea! 
Jews.” 

I stated during the discussion 
that where Judaism is concerned, 
“familiarity breeds contentment. 
not contempt” — that the pre 
requsite to healthy attitudes 
toward Judaism is practice of its 
rituals, customs, and ceremonies 
from earliest childhood, accom- 
panied by learning, for “the ig 
norant cannot be pious.” 

It is in this connection that I 
aiso pointed out, regarding the 
suburban temples, the ignorance 
of some of those who serve on 
religious affairs and_ religious 
school committees; though, in 
reality, these “well-meaning” in- 
dividuals may be of a high secu- 
lar calibre, they nevertheless, arc 
not equipped to direct nor even 
influence the religious life and 
training in their respective com- 
munities. 


IN REGARD to the Bar-Mitvza 
I pointed out that the last so 
called religious experience many 
college students recall is’ their 
Par-Mitzva reception which, i? 
the case of the unlearned Jewish 
family, is anything but a cele 
bration of a religious milestone 
in one’s life.

IN TRUTH, neither of the 
above appraisals are broadly 
characteristic of Jewish life on 
the campus. Rabbi Weinberg 
charges that our Jewish collegi 
ates possess negative feelings, 
bordering on self hate.” Factu 
ally the vast majority of Jewish 
students are coldly indifferent 
to Judaism. They are uncon 
cerned, nonchalant and neutral 
regarding Jewish values. Most of 
them are not “young Jews who 
are sorry that they have been 
born into Judaism,” as Rabhi 
Weinberg would have you be 
lieve, rather they simply do not 
care whether one considers them 
in the Jewish camp or not. They 
are passive to attempts to re 
introduce them into the main 
stream of Jewish life, but they 
are not irreligious zealots. This 
distinction may seem like Tal- 
mudic hair splitting, however, 
such discrimination will allow for 
a proper approach to the prob- 
lem.

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MID-EAST CALMS DOWN 








Globe-Trotting By Key Israelis 
Indicates No Immediate Danger 


By CHARLES GAMZEY 

With war clouds hanging over 
the Middle East, it is no coinci- 
dence that Israel’s key men are 
joining Soviet Premier Khrusch- 
chev and President Eisenhower 
in globe-trotting. 

Prime Minister Ben-Gurion is 
coming to the U.S. in a few days 
and General Moshe Dayan is al- 
ready here speaking before an 
assortment of Israel bond din- 
ners. Abba Eban was in London 
during Nasser’s’ saber-rattling 
and is headed for Scandinavia. 
Troubleshooter Shimon Peres, 
Director General of the Defense 
Ministry is touring Paris and 
London. In the Negev, General 
Haim Laskov, Israel Chief of 
Staff is pointedly going through 
routine military exercises. 

THAT BEN-GURION has sent 
these three key men abroad and 
then go to Waltham, Mass. to 
pick up a honorary doctorate at 
this time is significant, the Jew- 
ish Observer and Middle East 
Review of London reports. The 
trips indicate that the Mid-East 
is cooling off. 

Israelis feel that nothing very 
important is going to happen with 
the U.A.R. in the next few 
weeks. Nasser is too realistic to 
really believe himself what he 
tells the street mobs in Cairo 
and Damascus about Arab mili- 
tary superiority over the Israelis. 

The immediate danger, Israeli 





officials fear, is the effects in 


Western capitals of his violent 
anti-Israel speeches in Damascus 
and his notable self-assurance in 
Damascus last week, the London 
paper reports. 

ALTHOUGH obviously neither 
vitriolic speeches or stirred up 
street mobs or going to win any- 
thing, Nasser has created a “mob 
atmosphere” in Syria which ex- 
pects the Syrian Army any day 
to move on Israel and demolish 
her. 

Israelis have only one fear 
about Nasser’s actions in the 
last few weeks: What if he be- 
gins to play the role in earnest 
which the Damascus street mobs 
have set out for him. But the 
Israelis despite all the strong 
talk and alleged troop movements 
in the Gaza Strip feel that Nas- 
ser won't risk overt action de- 
spite his street mob image. He 
just knows too much about Is- 
rael’s deterrent strength. 

IF ISRAEL was militarily weak 
or was alone diplomatically, Nas- 
ser would have set the Middle 
East aflame in recent weeks, War 
would have been inevitable. But 
since neither situation prevails, 
the prospects for peace seems 
highly promising despite menac- 
ing headlines about troop move- 
ments. 

Dayan forcefully expressed the 
sentiment of all Israelis when he 
told a Miami Beach dinner: “If 
the Arabs start war now, I have 
no doubt that they would lose.” 





Survey Indicates 





Jewish Children, Teachers Hurt 
By Absence During Holy Days

NEW YORK (P-O) — The re- 
cent decision by New York City’s 
Supt. of Schools to close New 
York public schools on Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur may 
have far-reaching implications in 


other cities. 
The Office of Research and 
Curriculum of the St. Paul, Min- 


nesota public schools conducted 
a survey in which they sent 
questionaires to the superinten- 
dents of schools in cities of over 
200,000 population and asked 
them about their “rules and reg- 
ulations regarding religious holi- 
days.” 

“About half of the replies men- 


tioned that children are per: 
mitted to be absent from school 
on religious holidays,” the sur- 


vey was informed. 

“One school allows one day’s 
absence per semester for Teli- 
gious holidays,” the survey fur 
ther disclosed. Three cities said 
that no examinations or tests 
were given on Jewish holidays 

Some fifteen school systems 
in various parts of the country 


replied to the St. Paul .survey 
with information on the matter 
of teachers taking off for their 


important religious holidays. 
“One city school system must by 
law excuse employees of any 
faith with pay on religious holi- 
days when and if the employees 
make the request. At the other 
extreme, four school systems al-

low absence by teachers, but they 
lose their complete pay, while 
three others receive their pay 
less what it costs for a substitute 

Forty-five per cent of the 
teachers in one city stay out of 
school on the Jewish high holi- 
days, thus creating a_ serious 
problem in administration.” 

The survey indicates that, in 
all too many instance, Jewish 
children and Jewish teachers are 
being penalized and inconveni- 
enced simply for observing their 
faith, 





Palestine Refugee 
Army Planned 


Jordan is forming a Palestine 
army from the ranks of the refu- 
gees, One division of 30,000 men 
would be placed on the west bank 
of the Jordan. Another division 
would be organized in the Gaza 
Strip. 

The New York Times reports 
that the United Arab republic 
has agreed to equip the forces 
on Jordanian soil if Jordan can 
not do so. 
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Realistic Arabs no doubt agree. 
If Ben-Gurion meets President 
Eisenhower in Washington after 
picking up his diploma, he is ex- 
pected to tell Eisenhower that 
Israel does not need or want the 
U.S. to pursue an anti-Arab 
course but also that Israel’s 
rights must be respected. 


THE JEWISH Observer and 
Middle East Review says that 
it is in London, Paris and Wash- 
ington that the key to continued 
Middle East tranquility is to be 
found.
